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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants' arguments filed 5/30/2006 with respect to claims 19-24, 26, 33-36 and 48 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). However, there is no requirement that a motivation to make the modification be expressly articulated. 
The test for combining references is what the combination of disclosures taken as a whole would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re McLaughlin, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). References are evaluated by what they suggest to one versed in the art, rather than 
by their specific disclosures. In re Bozek, 163 USPQ 545 (CCPA 1969). In this case, the Final Office Action (FOA) has shown that 
reference Oshima teaches all limitations in claim 19 except for the capability of detecting multi-wavelength spectral analog signature. 
Gonzalez teaches this limitation as discussed in the FOA. Likewise, the teachings of Durham indicate it is known in prior art of a step of 
"determining if the multi-wavelength spectral analog signature is from an authentic medium further comprises comparing the multi- 
wavelength spectral analog signal in at least three distinct spectral ranges" that is lacking in the combination of Oshima/Gonzalez for claim 
34. Thus, the combination of Oshima and Gonzalez for claim 1 9 and with Durham for claim 34 are obviously expedient. Moreover, "It is 
not necessary that the references actually suggest, expressly or in so many words, changes or possible improvements. All that is required 
is that the invention was made by applying knowledge clearly present in the prior art." In re Scheckler, 58 CCPA 936, 438 F. 2d 999, 168 
USPQ 716 (1971). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning 
(i.e. "...since mere conclusionary statements are only evidence of improper use of hindsight ... M - page 15 lines 3+), it must be recognized 
that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into 
account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include 
knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 
USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

For the reasons stated above, the Examiner believes that a proper prima-facie case of obviousness has been established. 
Therefore, the rejections are respectfully maintained. 
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
